QUICK ACTIONS 


OF MINISTRY. 


Two New Commanders 
In the Field, 


Baron Roberts Now Head of 
the British Forces, 


Cen Buller Has His Hands Full 
in Natal Alone, 


Additional Troops to Be Sent 
Out Immediately, 


Lord Kitchener Becomes Chief of Staff. 
Gatacre Will Be Reinforced—Me- 
thuen Engaged in Burying 
His Dead. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—[Exculsive Dis- 
patch.] The ministers have faced the 
crisis bravely, Baron Roberts will go 
to Cape Town as commander-in-chief, 
with Lord Kitchener as chief of staff. 
The two best men are called out, while 
Gen, Buller will-be left in Gommand in 
Natal. The ministers have decided to 
send out the Seventh Division, with 
all possible dispatch, and have called 
on the remaining army reserve. for 
further reinforcements. They have re- 
placed the garrisons in the Channél 


Islands and Malta with three battal- 


ions of militia, and will accept service 
from ‘nine more’ volunteering for 
South Africa. They will also recruit 
from the volunteer force, which cor- 
responds to the National Guard -in 
America, a large picked body of men 
for service at the front. This means 
that the Eighth Division, when it goes 
out will be strengthened by trained 
auxiliaries until it will be Hike an 

y corps by itself. The ministers will 
dispatch every available battery and a 
full howitzer corps, and also a large 
mounted force of officers from Canada 
and other colonies will be accepted, 
especially mounted troops, and full ar- 
rangements will be made for recruiting 
auxiliary forces in Natal and Cape 
Colony. There ought to be strength 
enough in all, when additional men 
are provided and reserves are put in 
the saddle. 

These measures may be set down 
largely to the credit of George 
Wyndham. Lansdowne and Hicks- 
Beach have now ceased to thwart 
the plans of the more. energetic 
ministers, and the headquarters 


Staff will be allowed to make the larg- 


est possible use of the nation’s reserve 
forces. Vigorous action by the minis- 
try is requisite in order to counteract 
the effect of the British reverse in Cape 
Colony, where secret meetings of 
Dutch farmers are reported, and the 
area of disaffection is constantly wid- 
ening. 

Gatacre not only will be reinforced, 
but he has the confidence of troops, 
as is shown by the hearty 
cheers with which the address has 
been received in camp. He has re- 
tired with stores to Sterkstrom. 
French, by skillful handling of a small 
cavalry force, has compelled the en- 
emy to intrench his position near 
Colesberg. A small skirmish has oc- 
curred fifteen miles from Orange 
River bridge, but raiding operations 
are reported in progress southward 
from Jacobsdal. 

Methuen’s and Buller’s armies have 
been burying their dead, revising their 
casualty lists, and preparing to re- 
trieve their disasters. Methuen’s ar- 
tillery practice Friday turns out to 
be a reconnoissance with a full 
brigade, and one of the enemy’s guns 
was knocked out after a hard pound- 
ing. 

Methuen has reported a unique flag- 
of-truce outrage, in which an un- 
armed British officer was taken pris- 
oner when waving his hand to the 
bearers of a flag. 

The details of Buller’s reverse show 
that there gwas no lack either of 
gallantry or military sense on the 
British side, and that there was fight- 
ing on a large scale, Hart’s brigade 
making a vigorous attempt to force 
the passage of the river, and was 
supported by Lyttleton’s brigade. Six 


out of eight battalions suffered heav-: 


ily. This was followed by the at- 


‘tack of Hilyard’s brigade upon the 


village of Colenso, in the direction’ of 
the second ford, in which the losses 
were less severe than the loss of the 


artillery, which brought about the 
suspension. 
This second attempt to force the 


passage of the river was due to the 
lack of adequate precautions for find- 
ing out through a scout whether the 
way was clear and safe for guns. As 
Col. Long, who was responsible for 
this maneuver, has been dangerously 
wounded, military critics are reserved 
in their strictures. Long had been 
in half a dozen campaigns, and was 
considered one of the coolest men in 
the artillery. The most heroic ef- 
forts were made to save the guns, 
and Capt. Schofield, a young officer, 
never before under fire, gucceeded in 
carrying off two of them. Baron Rob- 
rts's son received his dangerous 

und while heading a rescue party. 


‘Lord Dundonald’s cavalry with a por- 


tion of Barton’s Fusileer brigade, was 
actively engaged with the enemy and 
repulsed an attempt to turn the right 
flank of the British army. 

All, four brigades were under fire 
and the losses were distributed amon 


‘member of the diplomatic corps, 


all arms. Col. Brooke, who led the 
first attack upon the drift, was se- 
riously wounded, and the Devon bat- 
talion was captured, with fifteen to 
twenty officers. The military lay stress 
upon Buller’s order for the retirement 
of the army to camp, when the bat- 
talions were eager to continue the fight 
for the recovery of the guns. As con- 
vincing proof of the prudence of his 
leadership, they also resent the idea 
that the batteries were deliberately en- 
trapped in broad daylight, or that Bul- 
ler was, responsible for this accident. 
They assert that the generals in the 
field are exposed at home to ignorant 
criticism, and charged with neglecting 
precautions for protecting their men 
when they adopt the § improved 
scientific methods for saving life. They 
describe Buller’s, Gatacre’s and Meth- 
uen’s attempts to surprise the enemy by 
forced marches at night, in order to 
time the attack for daybreak, as not 
only scientific, but humane, since the 
object was to enable the troops to cross 
a dangerous fire zone under cover of 
darkness. 

They admit that such attempts are 
hazardous in a campaign with the 
Dutch, who have resources of their 
own for counter surprises, but contend 
that the only alternative in a frontal 
attack is exposure of troops to de- 
structive artillery and rifle fire for long 
distances, before bayonet charges can 
be delivered. They also assert that the 
dangers in turning movements and 
maneuvering are greatly increased by 
the deer-stalking devices adopted by 
the Dutch, and that the safest course 
is to keep the forces together and at- 
tack well in front, under cover of a 
heavy artillery fire from the British 
artillery. 

Foreign military attachés here con- 
sider the criticism to which the British 
army is now exposed from the conti- 
nental press as ignorant. They assert: 
that any army would find the Dutch 
allies most troublesome antagonists, 
owing to their irregular tactics, their 
remarkable mobility, their scientific 
mechanism of war, their trained Euro- 
pean advisers, and their splendid fight- 
ing prowess in defensive warfare. 

A farewell dinner to the officers, sur- 
geons and nurses of the Maine, last 
night, at the Carlton Hotel, was man- 
aged by Mrs. Arthur Paget, and was 
a brilliant affair, honored by the pres- 
ence of royalty. The ship. will sail

NEW CHIEF COMMANDER. 
BARON ROBERTS APLOINTED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Baron Roberts of Kandahar and 
Waterford, commander of the forces 
in Ireland, has been appointed to the 
chief command in South Africa, with 
Gen. Lord Kitchener of Khartoum as 

Chief of staff. 

Shortly before midnight the follow- 
ing notice was posted at the War Of- 
fice: 

“As the campaign in Natal, in the 
opinion of Her Majesty's government, 
is likely to require the presence and 
undivided attention of Gen. Sir Red- 
vers Buller, it has been decided to send 
Baron Roberts of Kandahar and Wa- 
terford as commander-in-chief in 
South Africa, with Lord Kitchener as 
chief of staff.”’ | 

“GETTING A MOVE ON.”

MANILA, Dec. 17, 10:45 p.m.—[By 
Manila Cable.] The following dis- 
patch, dated December 15, has ° been 


received from a correspondent of the 
Associated Press at Laoag, province of 
North Ilocos: 

“Natives at Manitong, province of 
North Hlocos, represent that Agui- 
naldo in disguise and accompanied by 
several of his generals, left Manitong 
last Saturday with 500 men, going in 


the direction of Salsona, from which 
point he intended to proceed to 
Cabugan, province of Cagayen. 


“An insurgent major, claiming to be 
in command of 100 Filipinos, who have 
been guarding twenty-three American 
prisoners at Cabugan, surren- 
dered. He wrote his captains to de- 
liver the prisoners to Gen. Young. 

“Gen. Young’s command is now di- 
vided into six or seven parties, which 
are operating in the mountains about 
Laoag. Several parties are hunting 
for Gen. Tino. 

‘Maj. Swigert, with a detachment 
of the Third Cavalry, had an engage- 
ment with insurgents near Indras. Two 


Americans were killed and’ several 
wounded. Several Filipinos were 
killed. 


“Capt. McCalla of the United States 
cruiser Newark has occupied Calaveria 
and Pantelona. The Filipinos surren- 
dered 1000 rifles.”’ 


LIEUT. BRUMBY DEAD. 
DEWEY’S FLAG OFFICER. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Lieut. 
Thomas A. Brumby, flag lieutenant to 
Admiral Dewey during the Manila 
campaign, who has been ill with ty- 
phoid fever for several weeks, died at 
Garfield Hospital shortly after 6 o'clock 
this evening. 

The death of Lieut. Brumby, while 
not unexpected, was a great shock to 
Admiral Dewey. The relations of the 
two men for several years have been 
very intimate, and a strong friend- 
ship had grown up between therm. 
Lieut. Brumby went out to the 
Asiatic station with the admiral, and 
had been there with him until they 
both returned to the United States... 

In his capacity as flag lieutenant, 
Lieut. Brumby was thrown with 
Dewey practically all the time, and 
acted as his personal representative 
in many matters of detail delegated to 
him by the commanding officer. 
was regarded by the admiral as a 
bright, alert and capable assistant, 
while the devotion of.the latter to 
the admiral was something marvelous. 
The burden of his thoughts during the 
latter days of his illness, when 
mind was wrecked with delirium, 
seemed to be regarding his work for 
the admiral. No arrangements for the 
funeral have been made.

FOLKS HOLD THEIR ELECTIONS. 


REPUBLICANS CARRY THE DIS- 
TRICT OF PONCE EASILY. 


People are Looking Forward to the 
Action of Congress on Civil Govern- 
ment — Appointments to Be Dis- 
tributed Among Home People With 
Exception of the Highest Office. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT ] 


SAN JUAN (Porto Rico,) Dee. 12.— 
fAssociated Press Correspondence, 
Wired from Chicago, Dec. 17.) The 
elections in Porto Rico are progressing 
slowly. The Republicans’ carried 
Ponce December 9 by about 1500 ma- 
jority. 


According to the.census of 1897, there 
are over 45,900 people in Ponce district, 
but: of that number only 4466 are eli- 
gible to vote, the right of suffrage 
being limited to taxpayers and pro- 
fessional men, about 4400 of that num- 
ber going to the polls. The Republicans 
claim that San Juan will give them 
a tremendous majority, and the eélec- 
tion threughout the island will result 
in an overwhelming Federad defeat. 
The elections will last for at least two 


months more, there being forty-five 

more towns to vote. ( 
The people are looking forward to 

the action:of Congress on civil gov- 


ernment. Many expect that Porto Rico 
will immediately be given a system of 
self-government of the islands, while 
others take a more severe view. The 
Boletin Mercantile, commenting on the 
subject, says. “The form of civil gov- 
ernment for Porto Rico will undoubt- 
edly be the one recommended by Pres- 
ident McKinley in his annual mes- 
sage to Congress. With the exception 
of the highest office, the appointee for 
which place is not known yet, the ap- 
pointments will be distributed among 
the’ most capable Porto Ricans and 
Americans.”

SCHEME OF HIBERNIANS,

tion, Which was unanimously adopted: 
~ “Resolved, that the Ancient Order of

urgently request now that the president

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dee. 17.—[Exclu- 
sixe Dispatch.]

ALASKAN NEWS NUGGETS. 
BIRD WANTS LONGER LIFE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 
17.—J. Homer Bird, the condemned 
Alaska murderer, after being refused a 
new trial by Judge Johnson, will make 
an effort to prolong his life by an ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court, according to reports brought 
here today by the steamer City of To- 
Judge Johnson, in imposing the 
death penaity on Bird, stated that in 
all the evidence in the case there was 
not one single extenuating circum- 
stance to justify Bird’s crime. The ex- 
ecution of Bird will be the first legal 
hanging in Alaska during American oc- 
cupation. 


In the early settlement of Juneau ]- 


some Indians killed a white man. They 
were arrested and given trial before a 
tribunal of minors. Judge, prosecuting 
attorney and jurors were selected from 
umong the minors.

Three 
thousand dollars a year is not enough 
to pay one’s necessary expenses in 
Alaska, and I am gratified with the as- 
surance I have received that my suc- 
cessor will be better paid. ©

PRESERVE THE FAMILY. 


REV. 
SOLID GROUND. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
ST. PAUL, Dec. 17.—Rev. George D. 
Smith of the People’s Church, whose 


arguments against women wage-earn-. 


ers have attracted so much attention 
all over the country, tonight presented 


his solution of the trouble. Dr. Smith 


said: 

“My statistics were taken from the 
very latest reports. The awful condi- 
tions remain unchanged. The decrease 
of child labor has been paralleled by 
he increase in the labor of girls be- 
ween 14 and 18 years, whichis falsely 
called woman labor. 

“Four States forbid women to work 
in mines. These laws should be ex- 
tended to about one hundred other 
present occupations which are too se- 
vere and unhealthy. Then, all girls un- 
der 18 years should be forbidden to be 
employed in commercial and industrial 
pursuits. These measures would cut 
down woman labor one-half. Then, a 
movement, largely social and moral, 
but also by woman organizers, should 
be made effective to give women who 
do equal work with men the same 
wages. Thus the family standard of 
wages would supplant the individual 
standard. 

“The various assaults upon the fam- 
ily must be resisted, for it is the gso- 
cial unit. The Madonna, with her own 
child in her own arms, must not be 
dethroned to make room for the pub- 
lic woman. Divorce in this country is 
increasing two and a half times as fast 
as the population. It parallels the in- 
dustrial invasion of women. In twenty 
years divorces have doubled in the 
State of Ohio, while marriages actually 
decreased.”’ 


Dg#John Hall’s Successor. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Rev. George 
T. Purvis, pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church at Princeton, N. J., has 
been tendered and accepted a call to 
fill the pulpit of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, succeeding the 
late Dr. John Hall.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


MEANS FOUND TO CONDUCT MES- 


SAGES FURTHER. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 17.—Bold re- 
search by Prof. Reginald Fessenden 
and his assistant, Prof. Kitner, in the 
electrical laboratory of the Western 
University of Pennsylvania have re- 
sulted in the production of a receiver 
for wireless telegraphy that is 2009 
times more sensitive than the so-called 
“Coprere” of the Marconi system. 

In speaking of the system today, 
Prof. Fessenden said: ‘Although we 
have improved the receiver so that it 
is 2000 times as sensitive as the orig- 
inal one, we realize that we have not 
yet begun to see the limit. Marconi, 
in his brilliant experiments, has dem- 
onstrated that messages can be sent 
over ninety miles. As our receiver is 
several hundred times more sensitive, 
it is clear that messages can be sent 
by our method very much farther, 
though just what the limit is I would 
not like to say. It at least should he 
possible to send messages across the 
Atlantic. The distance must be checked 
by actual experiment before it becomes 
a scientific fact in the strictest sense.”

William H. Carpenter, author, poet 
and editor, died at his home in Bal- 
timore, aged 86 years.

He constructed the 
Hoosac Mountain tunnel, and was 
general manager of the Grand Trunk 
for four years. He was associated 
with the development of the St. Law- 
rence Canal system. 

At Toronto, Ont., Edmund Morris, 
general inspector of the Ontario Bank, 
and widely known in banking circles, 
died suddenly from heart failure yes- 
terday. His son is an officer in Gen. 
Buller’s army in South Africa. Morris 
was. attacked shortly after reading 
the latest war bulletins. 

The British steamship Willowdene, 
Capt. Anderson, from Rio de Janeiro, 
via Santos, coffee-laden, arrived at 
Port Eads yesterday morning, and is 
now at the Mississippi quarantine sta- 
tion.

and in this war théy are making their 


final protest against the invasion’ and 
eccupation of their country by the 
Mexicans. They have no military or- 


ganization, no milltary discipline, and 
are not making war according to the 
rules or under any international agree- 
ment. .« They fight in the brush, and 
try to killan enemy wherever they find 
him. They inflict any damage they can 
upon the Mexicans—steal or kill their 
cattle, burn houses, capture grain, at 
tack supply trains, cut wires and 
menace travel on the roads. But their 
depredations are confined to the river 
valley. und the Baca Tete Mountains 
north ef the river, which have been 
their retreat and stronghold for cen- 
turiles. 

In September last, when !{t became 
apparent that no dectsive or even im- 
portant movement of troops would be 


made in the Yaqui valley—partly be- 
cause the weather was too Infernally 
hot, partly because Lorenzo Torres had 
not recovered the full use of his 
wounded leg, and mostly because of 
the “mafiana™ habit—I deemed it 
waste of time to remain on the 


rrround, and in getting out of the coun- 
try I saw something incidentally of the 
Yaquis. From Potam to Medano, about 
four leagues, I traveled by wagon for 
convenience carying lugeage and 
curios from battlefields. The Mexican 
who had agreed to furnish a sulky 
and fast horse, sent a farm wagon 
drawn by four good-for-nothing mules, 
driven by an inefficient lad, and thrift- 
‘iy laden with green hides. The road 
through Guamochlil, that was patrolled 
daily, was not navigable to a heavy 
wagon, and the route taken was an 
unused road outside the ranch boun- 
darics and through the bosque. The 
driver took this route unbidden, and 
not until his uneasiness and apprehen- 
sion became evident did he own up that 
he had not observed the terms of the 
bargain, but had taken a chance of 
running into a Yaqui ambush. While he 
or his employer wags ready to take such 
a chance for the cartage on the hides, 
he was in mortal fear of the conse- 
quences and was so absorbed in look- 
ing behind and to the side for Yaqui 


pursuers that he couldn't keep /Mls- 


big, athletic fellows, able and anxious 
to work, but the only work they found 
was the repairing of the road between 
the village and the intrenched post, 
for which a few of them received ra- 


tions. teing idle, they killed. time by 
rambling and drinkirig mescal, when 
they could get it. They played 


monte for Mexican coppers, and when 
they were drunk they quarreled, but 
in their quarrels they used only 
their fists. I saw two of them in a 
strenuous fight, and each man had 


a knife in his belt. but peither man 
made even an involuntary motion to 
draw a weapon. They fought with 
their fists, and one was knocked 
down and-out. 

For four days I was with these 


Yaquis, sleeping out of doors at night, 
surrounded by them, but the drunkest 
and most quarrelsome never said or 
did an unpleasant thing to me and 
my personal property was safe from 
molestation, no matter how unguarded. 
When sober, they were grave and 
courteous, ‘and invited the Americano 
to join in their games, and although 
they were in destitution, they never 
begged. 

On the fifth day, the commandant of 
the ‘post gave permission for three 
sloops to go down the river, and sent 
a patrol of a dozen cavalrymen armed 
with Mausers:-along the north bank to 
a point opposite the Vuelta del Diablo, 
a bend where the Yaquis had made at- 
tacks upon boats several times. They 
had captured one sloop at that place, 
and young Paredas was drowned in an 
attempt to escape by swimming. 

I was one of six passengers on the 
sloop Dora, the largest of the fleet. 
Bundles of green hides were piled upon 
the cabin for a breastwork, and some 
of the passengers and crew got behind 
the cabin on the starboard side and 
rested their rifles upon the hides. One 
of the sailors went to the masthead, 
and the rest of us took positions be- 
hind water barrels-and the port bul- 
warks. About a mile down the river 
the patrol shouted that a dog had been 
seen on the south bank, and that was 
a sure sign of Indians, and the cavalry- 
men then galloped on through the 
brush to the next bend. Before reach- 
ing the Vuelta del Diablo, the man at 
the masthead reported a smiall body or

The owners or occupants of the 
littie ranches, if .Mexicans, had taken 
reiuge in the garrisoned’ towns; if 
Yaquis, which is probable, they had 
been gathered in as reconcentrados, 
and dared not return to their homes. 
At Medano, the head of navigation 
on tl Rio Yaqui, several hundred 
Yaquis were gathered, and while

They had built 
huts of “‘carrizo’’. cane for temporary

eould The men were compelled — to 
report twice a day at the post, and 
Were not permitted to go out of the 


Village for any purpose. They wanted 


te work and earn their living, but Were 
not permitted to do so. They were 
not even allowed to harvest their lit- 
tle crops, and the “bronco” Indians 
across the river took away or de- 
stroyed their grain and live: stock. 
The pacificos. had exhausted their 
supply of provisions, and were hard 
pressed to find food for their women 
and children. They had sent word 
to Lorenzo Torres, for whom many 
of them had worked, that they were 
suffering for food, and he had prom- 
ised to come to Medano and make ar- 
rangements to relieve them. A dele- 
gation had gone out upon the road to 
the “dead line’ to meet Gen. Torres 
at the appointed time. but the § gen- 
eral did not keep his promise, and 
the disappointed Yaquis returned § to 
their huts and cinched their famine 
belts a little tighter. Partial relief 
was afforded by a contractor, who 
engaged about 100 men for railroad 


work, and took them and their families 
down the river t6 Guaymas. 
The reconcentrados at Medano were 


the 


Indians cutting across a bend to reach 
the Vuelta ahead of.the sloop, and the 
prospects of a scrimmage seemed en- 
couraging. The prospects were so very 


good that a member of Gen. Torre's 
‘staff got down into the bottom of a 


skiff that was on deck under the shel- 
ter of the cabin and the hides, and 
politely declined a spare rifle that I 
offered to him, and there he remained. 
A gray old ‘captain of volunteers, 
whose services had been rejected by 
Gen. Torres because of his age and 
corpulency, and who was spoiling for 
a fight. exposed his huge bulk on the 
port quarter, grasped his rifle grimly 
and eagerly seanned the _ thicket of 
canes that lined the south bank, and 
the man aloft sheltered himself behind 
the mast and peered over the heel of 
the gaff, watching the movements of 
Indians. 

At the Vuelta the channel runs 
close to the south bank, and the sloop 
was forced to pass within twenty feet 
of the jutting point, where the In- 
dians had concealed themselves in the 
reeds. The cavalry on the other bank 
had dismounted and were ready with 
their Mausers, the river at that point 
being about 150 yards wide... The Dora 
swept around the bend at a five-Knot 
clip, but not a shot was fired. The 
Yaquis in ambush probably saw that 
the sloop was too well-manned to be 
captured, and although: they could 
have hit some of us had they fired, 
the mere killing of a man or two would 
have been of no advantage to them, 
and they refrained from making a 
wanton attack. No savage would have 
let slip such an opportunity to kill. 


Were the Yaquis disposed to make 
reneral public enemies and nuisances 
of themselves, like a band of renegade 
Apaches, they would have raided small 
towns, torn up the railway and at- 
tacked mining camps, but they have 
ione: nothing of the sort. The reports 
of attacks upon Prietas, Cumuripa, Bo- 
nanzita and other mining towns were 
lies out of whole cloth. A large band 
of ‘armed Yaquis camped- only four 
miles from Bonanzita, but they did not 
molest the miners, and the Americans 
went back and forth over the road in 
perfect seeurity and confidence. It 
was reported that Mr. Leslie was held 
up on the read and robbed of his qut- 
fit by Yaquis, but that was a bald lie. 

The Yaquis were accused of having 
tortured Remley and Miller, the two 
Americans who foolishly attempted to 
pass through Bacum while a fight was 
in progress, but the accusation was 
false. The men were shot and in- 
stantly killed.. The Indians are said 
to have tortured some Mexicans by 
skinning the soles of their feet and 


*to accuse the Yaquis of savagery. 


then telling them to “take a walk out 
of the Yaqui country,” but white men

Yaquis have taken = prisoners and 
treated them well. The Mexicans take 
no prisoners, and they kill wounded 
Yaquis left upon the field. Unarmed 
Yaquis, arrested outside the limits 
fixed by the arbitrary reconcentrado 
order of Gen. Torres, are shot at the 
cuartels by files of soldiers. No’ offi- 
cial reports of these ‘‘executions” are 
given out; the victims are all counted 
among the killed in battle. Even. wo- 
men have been killed and counted 
among the “losses” of the enemy. The 
Yaquis made prisoners of a priest and 
three sisters of charity and took them 
to the mountains. The Yaquis are 
Catholics, and they have not injured 
the Padre and the “Josefinas.’’ The 
prisoners are treated well, and the 
priest holds services for the Yaquis, 
according to reports made to Gen. 
Torres by escaped prisoners and by 
a deserter from the Indian camp. It 
is probable that the Yaquis have de- 
tained the priest for the purpose of 


making use of his services as a mes- 


senger should it become necessary for 
them to treat. with the Mexicans. Un- 


tit yery-receatly it was useless for the 


Yaquis to attempt negotiations with 
the Mexicans, because it was well 
known that any messenger from them 
would be shot and that Gen. Torres 
would not respect a white flag, and it 
is not certain that any change of pol- 
icy has been made yet by the Sonora 
commander. 

All. Mexican soldiers settlers 
were ordered to shoot down without 
mercy any Yaqui, armed or unarmed, 
found outside the towns or traveling 
along roads, and it would not be strange 
if the Yaquis should retaliate by kill- 
ing white men on the roads. If any 
travelers are killed by the Indians, the 
blame may be laid properly upon the 
Mexicans, who set the example for that 
sort of warfare. 

A few weeks ago 100 squaws came 
down from the mountains and sur- 
rendered, but they did not surrender 
to the commander in the field. From 


the meager and uncertain reports that 
have trickled out of Sonora lately, it 
appears that these Yaqui squaws 
avoided the Sonoran troops and placed 
themselves under the protection of 
Col. Fenochio, commander of the 
Rurales, who have not been engaged 
in this war. Col. Fenochio has gone 
to the City of Mexico to lay before 
President Diaz the peace proposals of 
the Yaquis, and as he visited Guaymas 
before starting southward, it may be 
that he consulted with the merchants 
of that city and gathered information 
of the causes of the outbreak that the 


President has not received from the 
Sonoran officials. 

In 1897, when the ‘ten years’ war 
ended and a treaty was made, the 


Yaquis, having had much experience 
in that line, refused to accept the 
pledges of Mexican officials, and in- 
sisted upon guarantees from the mer- 
chants and leading citizens of Guay- 
mas, and the treaty was made, vir- 
tually between the Indians and the cit- 
izens of Guaymas. But these citizens 
were unable to compel faithful ob- 
servance of the spirit of the treaty 
on the part of the Yaqui River land 
grabbers, and the Indians got’ the 
worst of it when the partition and al- 
lotment of lands were made. 

To sum up the situation, the Mexi- 
can land-grabbers are trying to ex- 
terminate the most useful and indus- 
trious common people in Sonora, hav- 
ing robbed them of their land and 
forced them to revolt. They say it is 
their duty to ‘civilize’ these Indians, 
who are already as cfvilized as the 
Mexican peons and ten times as use- 


ful in the work of deweloping’ the 
country. 
The foreigners in Somora all say 


that the Yaqui is a better ‘man than 
the Mexican in every way. They hire 
Yaqui laborers in preference, because 
one Yaqui is worth three Mexicans at 
any work, and in this ‘war’ their 
sympathy is with the Yaqui. There is 
reason to believe that the Mexican 
Federal government—which is Presi- 
dent Diaz—does not give unqualified 
approval to the Sonora land-grabbers 
in their attempt to wipe out the Ya- 
quis. President. Diaz does not in- 
dorse the extermination policy, ani

IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


THE NEW GUSHER IN THE FUL- 
LERTON FIELD. 


Another San Francisco Syndicate 
Buying Los Angeles Wells — Oil 
Indications at Oceanside—Duquesne 
Company’s New Well at Summer- 
land—Del Mar Leases. ; 


The new gusher just struck in Brea 
Cafion will attract more attention to 
the Fullerton field or rather the Olinda 
field, that being its new name. The 
strike was made on the territory of 
the Brea Cafion Oil Company, in which 
Edward L. Doheney, D. Murphy and C, 
Holterhoff, treasurer in this city of the 
Santa Fé Railway Company, are inter- 
ested. The strike was made at a depth 
of 1150 feet and the pressure was so 
great that it blew tools and every- 
thing out of the hole. It is gushing at 


the rate of about one thousand barre!s- 


@ day, and, according to the iatest 
reports received in Los Angeles abwut 
it, may keep going at that rate for sevy- 
eral weeks. It is a matter of interest 
to note that Mr. Doheney mentioned to 
a party in this city some two months 
ago, when they were about half way 
down in this well, that he was willing 
to gamble they would strike when they 
reached the sand one of the »iggest 
gushers in the Fullerton field. The re- 
sult has proven his prediction a cor- 


‘rect one. This makes the fifth heavy 
gusher struck in the Fullerton field 
this year. 


The purchases which are being made 
by the San Francisco oil syndicate of 
producing wells in this field have st‘m- 
vlated other San Francisco parties to 
follow suit. In addition to the Carl, 
Ott & Co.’s wells, the purchase of 
was mentioned in this column last 
week, the same San Francisco parties 
have since purchased the Ellsworth 
wells and Becksted properties, situated 
west of the Baptist College. The pur- 
chasers have since incorporated the 
properties under the name of the Delta 
Oil Company with a capital stock of 
$125,000, the directors of which are: 
Lipman Sachs, Raphael Peixotta, E. 
Avery McCarthy, Henry Sachs and Ed- 
gar D. Peixotto, all of San Francisco. 

Another sale is that of the Loma Oil 
Company’s wells, some of which are on 
Court street, some on Toluca street 
‘and on Ocean View avenue. The sale 
includes seventy-five acres of land near 
Newhall, in Los Angeles county. The 
purchasers of these properties include 
several of those who bought the Ells- 
worth wells, also Mark L. Gerstle, son 
of Louis Gerstle, the millionaire presi- 
dent of the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany. How much was paid for the 
Loma wells was not learned. The par- 
ties who bought the wells of the Carl, 
Ott Company, known as the Parker 
wells, have incorporated in San Fran- 
cisco under the name of the Wellington 
Crude Oil Company, with a capital 
stock of $500,000. The dirsctins of the 
company are: Charles Sutro, F. E. 
Greenwood, F. D. Madison, F. H. Bea- 
ver, Henry Sachs, Edward D. Peixotto 
and G. D. Greenwood, atl-of San Fran- 
cisco. All of these deals were negoti- 
ated through the McCarthy Company 
of San Francisco. It is also learned 
that this company holds an option on 
the Wilson wells and on the Westlake 
wells in this city. 

Mrs. J. W. Taylor of Oceanside, Cal., 
writes The eTimes saytng indications 

of oil can be seen near Oceanside and 

suggests that it might be worth the 
trouble for oil-land purchasers to maxe 
an examination of these indications. 
' Advices from the Summerland field, 
Santa Barbara county, are that the 
Duquesne Company has just struck the 
sand in their well No. 23 at 400 feet, and 
that the oil is flowng at the rate of 
thirty barrels a day. It is also learned 
that a number of San Francisco par- 
ties have heen inspecting that field with 
a view to making purchases. The his- 
tory of that field shows that boring is 
less expensive there than in some other 
fields and the wells long-lived. 

It is stated that the parties who 
have secured leases at Del Mar, San 
Diego county, will begin boring for oi] 
soon after the new vear. The leases 
were secured by W. W. Andrews and 
John H. RBotterell and thev have, the 
San Diego Union states, turned them 
over:'to a companv of Englishmen, re- 
siding at Hemet, Riverside county, and 
at San Bernardino. Respectig the work 
to be done, the Union says: ‘‘Machinerv 
will be on hand and the first hole will 
be bored in the hill just back of the 
town of Del Mar. The company ex- 
pects to strike oil at a depth of about 
eight hundred feet, but not in anv 
large quantities. It is the expectation 
that a much larger flow will he en- 
countered ‘two or three hundred feet 
further down, and the hole will be bore4 
to a depth of 1200 feet if necessary. Tf 
no oil is encountered another well will 
he hored, and perhans a third and 
fourth. It is the intention to thoroughly 
prospect the ground in that section 
and if there is oil there, to find it. 
Tf a flow of oil is struck a large num- 
ber of wells will be sunk.” 

In Kern county the Sanger Oil 
and Gas Company has lensed its 
property in the Ellwood oil district to 
Los Angeles rarties who, as the Fresno 
Democrat states, will continue the de- 
velopment which the ecompanyv has 
commenced, the well being down 212 
feet. The land leased comnrises the 
northeast and southwest quarters of 
14, 28,28, over the title to which there 
was a contest which has recently been 
‘settled. 

From Bakersfield | comes the report 
of the sale of a large tract of land in 
the West Kern district, which adjoins 
the McKittrick district on the north- 
west. The tract belonged to W. O. 
Hilbish of San José and he recently 
sold 640 acres of it at $200 an acre. and 
1900 acres at $150 an acre. The pur- 
chasers are I.os Angeles, San José and 
St. Louis parties. whose intention. as 
announced, is to begin at once sinking 


‘wells for oil. 


The London Petroleum Review has 
an account of the construction of two 
immense oil-tank steamers, being built 
to bring oil from Borneo to Eurone. 
The vessels are being: built for the 
Shell Transport and Trading Company, 
which. as the Review states, now con- 
trols 25 per cent. of the world’s fleet of 
ships emploved in the bulk oil trade. 
This company has seventeen wells in 
Borneo, several of which are spouters 
at depths from 790 to 909 feet. One of 
the wells is described 
spouter, yielding ‘310 tons of oil per 
day.” That is equal to about two thou- 
sand barrels a day.

Under normal | 
business conditions the month of De- 
cember would witness—the return to) 
New York and other eastern cities of a- 
large part of the funds which were, 
shipped to the West, according to the 
practice from time immemorial, for the 
purpose of enabling the farmers and 
commission men to send forward to the 
seaboard the season's grain crop. 
this season, although the usual amount 
of money was sent westward, it has not 


but has been retained in the West. The 
return movement. has been expected in| 
the East from week to week, but it has | 
been a case of hope deferred, and now | 
the East has given up hoping and has 
turned its attention to finding an 
planation of the unusual phenomenon. 

The explanation, when all the facts 
are- taken into consideration, is exceed- 
ingly. clear. The West has not returned 
the money‘’sent it from the East, for | 
the simple, if homely, reason that it | 
“needed it in its business.” Throughout 
the great Middle West, as well as in all. 
parts of the country, business of ali 
kinds is in a state of phenomenal activ- 
ity. Although ths amount. of money 


than the normal. amount for several | 
months past, it has still been insufficient | 
to accommodate the tremendous volume | 
of business which was in process of | 
transaction. In order to satisfy the de- 
mands of this extraordinary business ac- 
tivity, the money sent West to move the 
crops has been for the most part re- 
tained, and put into the channels of 
current business.

MODERN SANITARY EFFICIENCY. 
A vessel arrived in the port of New 
York, a few days ago, having on board 


several apparently weil authenticated 
cases of:the dreaded bubonic plague. So 
extraordinary an arrival would have 


caused a great stir in the metropolis a 
few years ago, if not, indeed, a genuine 
panic. But in this instance the arrival 


ing interest, which very soon subsided, 
and the life of the great metropolis 
surged on as though nothing out of the 
ordinary had happened. 

The explanation of this public indif- 
ference to the presence, in a thickly- 
populated district, of a ship supposed to | 
have on board the germs of a deadly and 


lies, undoubtedly, in the fact of popular 
confidence in modern sanitative and med- 
ical measures. The growth of this con- 
fidence has been rapid and widespread 
during the past few years, and it has 


been fully justified by the results which 
have been accomplished in the work of 


infectious diseases. As the public have 
witnessed the successful manner in 
which these diseases, which were for- 
merly so terrible in their ravages, have 
been controlled and stamped out through 
the prompt application of scientific sani- 
tative measures, the conviction has 


not so formidable nor dangerous as they 
have heretofore been regarded, and that. 
their complete control or elimination is | 
not a matter of necessarily great dif-— 
ficulty. 

When several cases of yellow fever | 
developed at one of the navy yards of 
the East, last summer, the fact caused. 
very little excitement, even in the im- | 
mediate vicinity of the place where the 
disease first made its appearance. The 
people knew, well enough, that it would 
not be permitted to gain much head-_ 
way, even less to reach the proportions | 
of an epidemic.

MRS. WESTOVER ALDEN’S ADDRESS 
AT ROCHESTER, N. Y.. 


A Speech to the New York State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs That 
Has Called Out Considerable Com- 
ment—“Business Women from a 
Business Standpoint” the Topic. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11, 1899.—[To the 
Fditor of The Times:} The papers 
East have been making quite a little 
fuss over my speech made at the New 
York State Federation of the Woman’s 
(lubs, held lately in Rochester, N. Y. 
Thirtx’ thousand women were repre- 
sented there by delegates from differ- 
ent clubs of the State. 

Having dealt with women so long 
and havine a large force of women on 
the staff of the woman's department of 
the New York Tribune, I spoke .with 
experience. Itis the first time I have 
ever made an address pointing out any 
fault in womankind, my main object 
in life being to help her along, -but 
having been given the subject, I told 
What I considered the plain truth in 
hopes it would spur my sex on to be 
more businesslike and reliable. espect- 
ally When dealing with the serious 
things of life. 

The point taken East is that I said 
all women lack conscience and that 
ihey are not honest. There have been 
many interviews on the subject. 

The World and Journal of this city 
misrepresented my ideas in every way. 

Many of my people and friends as 
well read The Sunday Times, and, al- 
though I have said some hard things 
about women, I would like for their 
sake, as well as mine, to have what I

BUSINESS WOMEN FROM A BUSI- 
NESS STANDPOINT. 

Madame Chairman and Ladies: I 
have an idea that this topic should 
have been worded: ‘‘Why* Women, as 
a Rule, Do Not Succeed in Business.” 
In the language of Patrick Henry, “If 


this treason, make the most of it!” 


Thousands of women are running for 
themselves news _ stands, toy stores, 
thread and needle stores, even cigar 
stunds, They make a living, but little 
more. Other thousands are doing 
business in their own homes as dress- 
makers and milliners, boarding-house 
keepers, ete. A few in every big city 
have proven themselves business wo- 
men in the broadest sense. I know 
one woman publisher who has made a 
fortune. and whose systematic energy 
asks no odds from male competitors, 


I know one woman jeweler whose trade 


outranks those of all but half a dozen 
houses in New York. I know one great 
woman financier who decides abso- 
lutely on her own investments, and 
whose fortune is waxing and not wan- 
ing. But it takes a wonderful sum of 


‘conditions to produce a Mrs. Frank 


Leslie or a Mrs. Hetty Green. 

As a rule, women only come into 
touch with business life as wage earn- 
ers; and you can almost count on the 
fingers of one hand, those who from 
such positions have risen to ownership 
of a business and have gone on making 
money with that business. More than 
that, very few positions of executive 
in large business es- 
tablishments are open to women. Hun- 
dreds of girl telephone © operators 
work faithfully at the switchboard in 
New York, but the highest place a wo- 
man can obtain is assistant. manager 
of a central office. There must be a man 
manager. Hundreds of saleswomen and 
cash giris sell goods or do the running 
in great stores; but in most cases the 
floorwalkers, the superintendents, are 
men. Hundreds of women teach school, 
but almost always under a male prin- 
cipal to whom they are responsible. 
Hundreds, yes, ‘thousands of women 
labor long hours in factories, employed, 
disciplined by fine suspension, and 
liable to be dismissed by men, hired 
men, who have no more interest than 
they in the work of the concern. 

Now, this state of things exists in 
spite of the sexual conditions ‘that 
make it hard for any man to be per- 
fectly fair and just as the arbiter 
where many women concerned. 
Why it exists, and why it is justifiable 
is a question that has a most impor- 
tant bearing on the education of wo- 
men. For this reason, only, you are 


having such a fight today to put Mrs. 


Montgomery on the school board. She 
is sutrerine because of our general 
standing. Men are judging her by the 
class. Still, we all know that where 
there are six hnudred women teachers 
and only fourteen men teachers, that 
every school commissioner but one, on 
that board, should be a woman. 

Conscience and logie are the two ele- 
ments that go to make up justice. 
Hoth are neglected in the training of 
rirls. Hard as it is to get a man who 
Will treat a hundred girls fairly and 
get the best work out of them, it is 
ten times harder to find a woman who 
will do the same thing.. In fact, the lat- 
ter job is so difficult that business men 
give it up in despair. They cannot 
waste their time hunting for prodigies. 
They must have a system, and that 
system must involve male superinten- 
dence of female labor. _| 

In conclusion, I want to leave with 
you just one thought. Women, as’a 
rule, do not succeed in business for 
themselves. Most of you have deal- 
ings with business women, and your 
ovn experience will answer’ the ques- 
tion. Where you find one reliable in 
every way, she is generally not ca- 
pable, and when you find a capable 
woman, she is not reliable. Woman- 
kind,in general lacks what I call con- 
science and the knack of assuming 
vesponsiblility. This ts because we have 
not been taught correctly. 

Some,.of. the very best workers of 
the day are floating around without 
vork—the secret of it is, that though 
capable, they are not reliable. 
of the best workers I ever had 
with me failed to report one day, the 
very day of all days that she should 
have been on hand, and her excuse was 
‘hat she did not feel very well, and 
she thought she'd take a day off. The 
sosponsibility she felt was so slight, 
hat it did not even cccur to her to no- 
‘ify me that she was not coming. 

A man’s legitimate success in bust- 
ness comes from being capable, rellable 
and honest. That, it seems to mie, fs a 
thought worth remembering.

New York Fire Causes Panic. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Fire started 
at 12:40 o'clock this morning in‘a big 
factory building at Nos. 655 and 657 
First avenue, occupied by several man- 
nfacturing and other businesses. The 
flames spread with marked rapidity and 
within a few minutes there was a ter- 
rifie panic in the surrounding tene- 
ments. The avenue was soon almost 
mloeked with half-naked poor people, 
who had tumbled out of the ramshackle 
building with wild cries of fright.

Evils of Progress. 
EV. J. 8S. THOMSON, pastor of the 
Independent Church of Christ, in 
the Simpson Auditorium, preached 
a sermon on “The Evils of Progress,” 
from the text: ‘I came not to send 
peace, but a sword’’—Matthew x, 34. 
No good thing can be obtained with- 
out some evil accompaniments. Prog- 
ress without evils is impossible. The 
path of progress is through misery and 
death. All successes are victories with 
losses. The reformer may. crush the 
head of the serpent of evil; but the 
sting of the serpent will inject its 
poison into the reformer’s heel. Edu- 
cation is the result of many victories 
over ignorance and prejudice, and it 
is the grand factor of modern civiliza- 
tion; but several evils have grown out 
of education—fads, socialism, anarchy, 
infidelity, demons of: thought, and 
atheism. Education without religious 
training is the mother of many de- 
structive influences. Some of these 
evils could not arise in a community 
of ignorant people. But we shall con- 
tinue to rejoice in the progress of 
education, because we receive from it 
thousands of blessings for every evil 
that it brings to us. It is, however, 
clear that we cannot have the blessings 
of education without many evils. We 
must acknowledge that Moses was a 
mighty factor of civilization, and that 
we owe much to his heroism, learning 
and leadership; but Moses in his ef- 
forts to do good was obliged to do evil. 
The history of wars which he waged, of 
insurrections which he had to punish, 
of hunger, nakedness and deaths, 
shows that his great success was ac- 
companied with many miseries. The 
Hebrews won the Promised Land, but 
the bloody scenes at the Red Sea, in 
the wilderness, and in Pal@stine, prove 
that their victories cost much evil. 
Moses might have remained a shep- 
herd in Arabia, and he might have 
died in peace, without having been the 
cause of that evil. We are glad and 
thankful that he undertook his hard 
task. In other words, we are willing 
to enjoy the blessings which we in- 
herit from Moses, while we inconsis- 
tently condemn the means he used in 
procuring those blessings for us. The 
war of the revolution and the civil war 
gave rise to many evils; yet we all ac- 
knowledge that numerous benefits have 
come to us through those wars. Sickly 
sentimentalists, while enjoying the re- 
sults of the sufferings and heroism of 
others, demand peace at any price, a 
smooth and easy life for themselves, 
and freedom from the obligations of 
civilization. The conditions of the 
Hindoos, and Chinese, and Hawaiians 
show the evils of stagnation. The law 
of vicariéus suffering is an eternal law 
of our earthly existence. The course 
of our life on this planet is so ordered 
that we must suffer, and that we must 
suffer for others, and that we must 
suffer for every good reform. The. 
acorn must die for the oak tree; and 
one genération must die for another. 
The persecution, sufferings and death 
of Christ were evils; but the example 


blessing for the human race, and that 
example could not have been given to 


-us withdut the evils which we all de- 


plore. It was in this sense that Christ 
said He came to send a sword upon the 
earth. The history of the Christian 
church for more than eighteen cen- 
turies illustrates Christ’s words, for His 
blessed gospel has caused much misery. 
Misunderstandings, prejudices, perse- 
cutions and wars have come to the 
ages through the preaching of the 
gospel. We have to make this confes- 
sion; but, when we think of the count- 
Jess blessings which the gospel has 
given us, and of the glories which it 
will shed upon the earth in the cen- 
turies to come, and of the true peace 
which it will bestow upon mankind, we 
see that the sword of the Prince of 
Peace is preparing the way for future 
triumphs and glories that will dazzle 
the eves of angels. We need not ex- 
pect to be carried to heaven on flowery 
beds’ of ease. This life is a suffering 
and struggling life. But we rejoice in 
the promise that sometime there will 
be no more deaths, nor sorrow, nor 
crying, nor pain in that other life, for 
which these sufferings are preparing us.

Necessary Negations. 

EV. Cc. J. K. JONES preached yes- 

terday morning in the Church of 

the Unity, corner of Third and 
Hill streets, on ‘‘Necessary Negations.” 
He said in part: ‘‘No century within 
the records of written history has been 
so vast and sublime with the things 
concerning human fate and fortune as 
has this nineteenth century. The 
gains for humanity have far exceeded 
the losses. In all this great develop- 
ment there has continually gone for- 
ward with the progress a necessary 
and inevitable amount of tearing 
down. The century has been remark- 
able for the amount of negation of old 
theories and views. This passing 
away of what is old is an incident of 
all human development. It character- 
izes especially all matter intellectual 
and moral. The history of religious 
opinions in the past century markedly 
illustrates this fact. Our own Unita- 
rian church is the outgrowth of a 
series of affirmations that first com- 
menced with negations of some of the 
doctrines and teachings once held as 
unquestionably true. The negations 
have gone hand in hand _ with the 
affirmations, but they have only served 
to make the affirmations stronger and 
place them in a clearer light. The 
Unitarian church today 
the most positive faith. Yet. with all 
its emphasis upon the moral obliga- 
tion of men to be religious, it perse- 
cutes no man; it ostracizes no man be- 
cause of his belief, or no belief. Be- 
cause of its negations of what the ma- 
jority of Christians have held to be 
true, the Unitarian church has been 
termed the church of the negative 
faith. The negations have been made 
necessary by the advance of knowl- 
edge, and the results of an improved 
higher criticism of matters pertaining 
to religious belief. In its preliminary 
stages progress is as much dependent 
upon denial as on affirmation: denial 
prepares the way for affirmation. The 
power to see error, and the courage to 
speak against it, mark the first stages 
of progress. This is true in matters 
religious as on scientific questions, or 
on questions of social reform. Our 
way lies neither to the right nor left, 
but straight forward and upward. 
Now and then there have been hesita- 
tions in our ranks as to whether such 
a course is wise. The ultimate an- 
swer has been that righteousness 1s 
always wise, whether in thought, 
speech or act. We are @ church b2- 
cause of our loyalty to our enncep: 
tion of what is true and right. Ha 
we followed a different course it would 
have been contrary to all those well- 
defined rules of intellectual and moral 
action by which humanity has gained 
its progressive development.

We never cah remember 
too earnestly that all these things are 
not an end, but instruments; that 
Christ never died for a pulpit, nor for 
an altar; but for the tired-hearted 
men and women, whom the pulpit and 
the altar may be supposed to help.”

BAD STORIES ABOUT RUSSIA.. 


M. ROUTOWSKY DEFENDS HI8 
COUNTRY’S CREDIT. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. | 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—M. Rous 
-towsky, the agent of the Ministry of 
Finance of Russia in Wash- 
ington, in a communication to 
the Associated Press, complains 
of the attempts, which, he says, 
were made in Eurcepe recently to 
create in this country the impression 
that the relations between the g0v- 
ernments of Japan and Russia were 
strained. 

“Immediately afier the statements 
‘had been authoritatively denied by 
the Russian Ambassador and the Jap- 
anese Minister,” said M. Routowsky, 
“other sensational rumors were 
started, presumably at Berlin, and 
directed against the credit of the Ruse 
sian empire. These were followed by 
libels, directed against the eminent 
statesmen to whose care was in- 
trusted the crejlit, and appeal made 
to Japan in ‘an article on Russian 
finances, to atiack that country De- 
fore her Trans-Siberian Railroad could 
be completed.” 

M. Routowsky adds that, in view of 
the fact that all of these false rumors 
and misstatements, if not exposed, 
might leave among capitalists and 
financiers in this country an erroneous 
impression, he has decided to give to 
the press some figures on the subject. 
These figures show that the finances 
of Russia are in a most prosperous 
condition.

Because of Neglect to Provide Suf- 
ficient Facilities, Many Tried in 
Vain to Reach the Vessel from the 
Southern Pacific Wharf—No Op- 
position Service. 


The battleship Iowa and the cruiser 
Philadelphia, after lying at anchor off 
Port Los Angeles from Friday morning, 
sailed. at 5 p.m. yesterday for San 
Diego. Visitors were received on the 
lowa yesterday, but not on the Phila- 
delphia, 

The pleasure of the public visitation 
of the warships was sadly marred by 
thedifficulties encountered in getting 
out to them. The only public means 
of transportation to the Iowa was by 
the tugs Faleon and Collis, which ran 
from the Southern Pacific wharf at 
Port. Los Angeles. Admission from the 
wharf to either of the tugs was pe er- 
mitted only by ticket, and there was 
only one window open for the sale of 
tickets. A small, but ugly, crowd Kept 
about the window continually, so inat 
it was only at serious risk of bruises 
and other personal 
Window could be reached at all. <As 
soon as enough tickets for one boat- 
load of passengers were sold, the win- 
dow would be closed and kept closed 
for fifteen or twenty minutes till it 
was nearly time for another boat to 
leave the wharf. Meantime train after 
train loaded with passengers, arrived 
on the pier, and the crowd in front 
of the ticket window grew worse. At 
times it developed into a savage case 
of rough jiand tumble. Speculators 
commenced to line their pockets at the 
expense of those who feared to take 
the physical risk which an attempt to 
reach the ticket window made neces- 
sary. Tickets sold at the window for 
25 cents each. The speculators sold 
them in large numbers at from 35 to 
40 cents, and occasionally one of their 
victims was taxed 50 or 75 cents for 
a 25- cent ticket. 

The ticket window had no railing in 
front to help keep people in line, and 
it wag the center of a general s¢ram- 
ble from three directions. Some fix- 
tures were broken and a side window 
erushed in. A large number of people, 
who went to the wharf intending to go 
out to one or both of the men-of-war, 
gave up the attempt to get tugboat 
tickets, and came away without visit- 
ing the warships. A feeble effort was 
made to build a railing in front of the 
ticket window, but the attempt was 
abandoned. The service afforded by 


the tugboats was spoken of by many || 


of those who went out on them as 
very good. Except that it was insuffi- 
cient, to accommodate the people who 
wanted to go out, there Seemed to be 
very little complaint of the tugboat 
service,

ings which caused a great deal of bit- 
ter complaint was utter lack of facill- 
ties for reaching the warships from 
Santa Monica by any other means than 
by the Southern Pacific Railroad and 
wharf. Undoubtedly hundreds and per- 
haps a thousand or more people bought 
tickets from Los Angeles to Santa 
Monica only, and went to that beach 
town expecting to find a boat to take 
them directly out to Uncle Sam’s ships. 
For all those who went with such ex- 
pectations there was grievous disap- 
pointment in store. The little steamer 
J. C. Bliiott, which ran from the Santa 
Monica pleasure wharf Friday, failed 
to appear, and there was no other 


der to get to the war vessels it was 
necessary to pay 20 cents to the South- 
ern Pacific Company for round-trip 
fare to the long wharf.and then either 


submit to the intolerable jam and pay 


25 cents for a tugboat ticket or pay the 
speculators’ price ranging from 35 to 50 
cents or more. 

The steamer J. C.. Elliott put pas- 
sengers aboard the Iowa in the face of 
some interesting opposition Friday 
morning. Soon after the Iowa had 
come to anchorage the Banning Com- 
pany, which was understood to. con- 
trol the passenger service from the 
Southern Pacific wharf, brought a 
barge alongside the battleship and 
made it fast by the gangway over 
which visitors were expected to enter 
the vessel. Before either of the tugs 
carrying passengers for the Banning 
Company had brought visitors to the 
Iowa, the-J. C. Elliott, with a load of 
passengers who had embarked from 
the pleasure wharf at Santa Monica, 
approached the barge. 

Two men stationed on the lighter 
acted in a manner which made it ap- 
parent to those in charge of the E}- 
liott that they did not intend to per- 
mit the Elliott to make fast, so her pas- 
sengers could go aboard he battleshin. 

“Mr. Officer,’’ said the mate of the 
Elliott, as he doffed his hat to a man 
in naval uniform on the Iowa’s gang- 
way, ‘may our passengers come aboard 
your ship?” 


“Certainly sir,’’ was the polite -re- 
sponse. ‘Let them come aboard right 
away.’ 


One of the men on the barge said 
they had orders not to permit any but 
passengers from the Banning boats to 
use the lighter.

The breach in athletic relations be- 


tween the University of Southern Cal-. 


fornia and Pomona College has been 
temporarily bridged over. An agree- 
ment has been reached by committees 
from the two institutions, under which 
their rival teams will compete in track 
athletics, tennis baseball. The 
agreement is for the’ college year of 
1899-1900 only. A joint committee con- 
sisting of A. P. Thomson, E._T.— Dil- 
lon and H. B. Tebbetts, representing 
the. various departments of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, and R. 
(*.. Owens, J. D. McLean and Russell 
kK. Pityer, from Pomona College has 
had charge of the negotiations. Under 
the agreement the university can enter 
men attending any of its branches lo- 
in Los Angeles. This shuts out 
the students of Chaffey Preparatory 
School, located at Ontario, and a 
school of the university system, The 
articles of agreement provide: 

“An executive committee composed 
of two members from each institution 
will have control of the arrangements 
for the different meets. A separate busi- 
ness rnanager is to be elected to have 
the general supervision. 

“EBKach contestant in any event under 
the agreement must be a bona fide stu- 
dent of the institution he represents, 
and must have a voucher to that ef- 
fect, signed by the president and sec- 
retary of the faculty of that institu- 
tion. No student who is a member of 
‘any other educational institution shall 
be a contestant. Lists of the con- 
testants shall be exchanged by the re- 
a captains fifteen days before 
the contest, and protests must be made 
seven days prior to the contest. 

“The respective athletic committees 
of tire faculties of the institutions 
shall be courts of appeal in all dis- 
putes. The American Amateur Athletic 
Association rules shall govern the con- 
contest in field and track sports.” 

The Executive Committee provided 
for by this agreement has been elected. 
J. D. MeLean and R. K. Pityer repre- 
sent Pomona, while H. I. Priestly and 
and H. B. Tebbetts act for the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. At a

He took the expense of develop- 
ing youngsters off the shoulders of the 
breeders and placed it where it of right 
belonged—upon ‘the sporting element 
who simply regard a horse as an engine 
for making money. Robert 
Was the first man to introduce this 
system in America and that he made 
big money out of it, goes without say- 
ing, but whenever a man originates 
a thing that is realy good and worth 
having, he is the one who also des@rves 
to make the money. 

The late. lamented Harry Thornton, 
first pre: ident-of the Ca'lrornia Jocke 
Club, wes the man who. originated

little man, long since gone to a brave 
man's wWell-deserved rest, made no 
great money out of it himself. but he 


has inaugurated a system by which

with one another, on penalty of dis- 
missal. The result was that forty good- 
looking yearlings came into the ring, 
thoroughly hardened in flesh and fit 
to go into active training in March or 
April, with no one possessing any very 
definite knowledge of what they could 
do. Frank Covey, of Palo Alto was the 
chief auctioneer, and did very well for 
a beginner. Singular to relate, one of 
these youngsters was nominated in the 
English Derby, but neither Mr. Covey 
nor myself had been made acquainted 
with the fact, or the colt, who is named 
Beelzebub, might have brought a big- 
ger price. 

There are several California-bred 
colts now in training in England for 
next season's races, but none of them 
has so far shown anything like derby 
form. Enoch Wishard, who is ‘probably 
as competent a trainer as ever left 
America, has Caneolo there, and had 
a good one in Catullus, who ran away 
and broke his neck. It would a soa 
orise me, t ear. that Caneolo ha 
the Wales’ Stakes at As- 
cot, or the Grand Duke Michael at 
Newmarket. but I cannot figure for him 
to beat Democrat and Forfarshire for 
the blue ribbon of the English turf. 
In 1881 Iroquois won the first of these 
two. events, as well as the Derby, and 
the latter fell to Mr. Keene's Foxhall, 
who also won the Grand Prix du Paris 
and the great Cesarewitch handicap. 

A/ very sharp horse over there is 
Candaleria by Midlothian. He was bred 
by J. B. Haggin, the California copper 
milionaire, and sold to Burns & Water- 
house as a yearling. They took him 
Fast and lost him in a selling race, 
and while he has won two or three 
races since his arrival in England, he 
has never displayed any such form 
there as he did on his native heath. 
Most of the Midlothians are “troubled 
—with speed,” but are not good at 
long distances. A notable exception to 
this rule was little Sir Walter, who 
won the Brooklyn Handicap of. 1896. 
He was an excellent little horse, and 
his total..earnings on the turf were 
just a trifle in excess of $117,000. Sir 
Walter had a very stormy career, at 
one time and another, meeting the 
very best in the land. He carried 126 
pounds, !to Rassetleriu’s 114 in the 
Jersey Handicap of 1894, and was 
barely beaten a length. 

When A. B. Spreckels bought Gen. 
Miles, his friends laughtéd at him, but 
they are beginning to laugh on the 
other side of their faces just now, for 
the progeny of Miles brought good 
prices considering the fact that not one 
of them has yet started in a race. These 
were Bellerophon, $300; Charenton, $200; 
George Dewey, $230; Peut Etre, $200; 
and the recent purchase of Fordham, 
a brother to General Miles, by the way, 
may have had something to do with 
these prices. And although you hear 
hundreds of California horsemen say 
that Sir Modred was the only first- 
class horse ever brought from Aus- 
tralia to California; yet the interesting 
fact remains that the only two colts 
sold at Spreckels’s sale which brought 
over $100 were by Australian sires, and 
one of them, out of an Australian 
‘mare. It was really the mare that sold 
the colt, for she won the best four- 
mile race ever won here by a mare 
(7:24) in a race agaist other horses, al- 
though beaten by Lucretia Borgia in a 
race against time. 

It out now that 
was chased by Walter Jennings or 
51000, Was really bought by J. B. Has- 
gin on account of his “English Derby 
engagement, above referred to. 
course, that race does not come off un- 
til 1901, by which time Mr. Haggin 
may not be alive, for he is now past 
.76, and none too stout for his age. But 
he is just as full of busines as ever, 
and more anxious to win a race than 
at any previous period of his life. AS 
his horses have never raced in Eng- 
land, the temptation to follow the lead 
of Ten Broeck, Lorillard, Sanford, 
Keene, Belmont and Wishard is a very 
strong one. It looks odd to see this 
strong-willed old man, a martyr to 
pains that would evoke screams from 
one of less stoical nature, planning an 


od in life when most men of his age 
for rest and the’ end. 

The California Futurity race, gotten 
up by Tom Williams of the Oakland 
track, bids fair to become a national af- 
fair. Isaw Mr. Milroy, the secretary of 
that track, lately, and he told me that 
they already had 446 mares nominated 
in the race, and would have probably 
600 by the date of closing, which will 
be on the 2nd day of January. These 
futurity races are great lotteries. 
Proctor Knott, who won the first one, 
was sold for $375, while Morello, who 
won the fifth one, only reached $100 
by the biggest sort of persuasion. Re- 
quital, who won it in 1895, was sold 
for $1500, the biggest price ever real- 
ized by any futurity winner; and he 
also sold for $18,000 when broken down 
and unfit to race. The California Fu- 
turity has its advantages over the east- 
ern race of the same name, for the rea- 
son that there are no forfeits. You 
pay at’ certain intervals a first pay- 
ment of $10, followed by three of $25 
(each; and whenever you fail to pay up 
the installment then due, you are out of 
‘the race for good and all. Contrast this 
with the first Futurity at Coney Isl- 
and, where Sam Bryant, the owner of 
Proctor Knott, was handed $11,400 in 
orders for forfeit money, of which he 
has over $6000 still due him, and has 
not got a dollar left in the world. My 
belief is that Mr. Williams’s plan will 
be adopted by the Coney Island Club 
before we are five years older.

“Men may differ in regard to unes-. 


sentials. Disagreements in politics or 
phiicsophy are to be settled at the bar 
of human reason. But on questions 
concerning things which are to con- 


tinue after time is no more, there is, 


according to our text, no room for 
variety of opinion. There is no chanc 
i doubt as to Peter’s meaning in 

ese words of the text. He has 
made it so plain that a child cannot 


misunderstand it. - The-one source of. 


salvation is Jesus Christ. There is no 
other talisman for us. There is only 
one name, but it is not the name of a 
creed or a society. 

“We have recently heard from the 
lips of a distinguished visitor to this 
city, a different doctrine—the doctrine 
thit saivation may be obtained only 
through the Roman Catholic Church. 
That can only be true if the two terms, 
‘church’ and ‘Christ’ are synonymous. 
If, before the tribunal of the ages, 
the Roman church can demonstrate 
that it is the one church, if it* can 
prove that its teachings and discipline 
are identical with those of Christ, 
‘then its .claim is true. If it cannot 
demonstrate this, then. the utterance 
of our distinguished visitor was a 
piece of monumental audacity. Is the 
Roman church today in accord with 
the doctrines of the primitive Chris- 
tian church? Have its doctrines 
come from Christ and the apostles? 
No! Consider the doctrine of Transub- 
stantiation, Mariolatry, the growth of 
image worship, and the. decree of the 
infallibility of the Pope. When have 
these carmarks of the church made 
their appearance? Did they come 
with Christ? Were they put forth by 
the early Christian fathers? No! 
They came in when the world and 
the church were steeped in moral dark- 
ness and spiritual decay. They came 
in as ecclesiastical necessities. Many 
of the early fathers of the Roman 
chureh preached against the doctrine 
of Transubstantiation. The worship 
of the Virgin Mary did not obtain a 
foothold till the fifth century, anditisa 
worship which not only intrenches on 
the honor due our Lord, but nullifies 
Him altogether. The words of scrip- 
ture say that there is none other name 
but Christ’s, by which we may be 
saved. Is there so _ little’ in His 
name, that we must seek the aid of 
another? Like this, the idea of papal 
infallibility is a modern device of 
the Roman church. 

“What would Christ say, if He were 
on earth today, to the claims and in- 
ventions of the Catholic Church? He 
would say in tones of sorrow: ‘They 
have taken away my church and [ 
know not where they have laid it.’ 

“In the words, ‘Thou art Peter and 
on this rock will I build my church,’ 
Roman Catholic writers claim to find 
the evidence that to Peter, for twen- 
ty-five vears Bishop of Rome, was left 
the legacy of the only Christian church. 
The Lord could not and did not, build 
His church on such a man as Peter. 
He was not ‘this rock.’ The Lord did 
not build his church on any man. He 
built it on Himself. He was the rock, 
the foundation stone. The last man in 
the whole body of the apostles, on 
whom He would have founded his 
church, was this cowardly, vacillat- 
ing Peter. And Paul was more the 
founder of the church of Rome than 
Peter was. Peter was as much of An- 
tioch or of Ephesus, as of Rome. 

“All I ask is that you put the do@ 
trines of the church of Rome as they 
exist today, side by side with those of 
the primitive Christian church. Then 
if you find a sameness, I congratu- 
late you on a penetration nothing short 
of miraculous. Father Yorke was right 
{in saying that the Roman church is 
the only church that makes the claim 
of exclusiveness; but he should have 
added that it is the only church which 
has no right to. Our own Episcopal 
church might fitly assert-the claim of 
being the church most in accord with 
the doctrines of the primitive church of 
Christ; but it does not set up this 
assertion: it only claims to be a branch 
of the great church which recognizes 
that ‘there is none other name under 
heaven, givenamong men, whereby we 
must be saved;’ and that is the name 
of Jesus Christ.”

COVINA. 
SOME IRRIGATION STATISTICS. 
COVINA, Dec. 16.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] At a special meeting of 


the directors of the Covina Irrigating, 


Company the superintendent was in- 
structed to commence at once the man- 
ufacture of-four miles of cement pipe 
to replace the present open laterals of 
the company. An assessment of $1 per 
share was levied upon the capital 
stock, payable at once to the secre- 
tary. The Water Committee report 
was received, showing the total amount 
of water turned into the company’s 
laterals from all sources from January 
1, 1899, to November 1, 1899, and the 
cost of runhing the same. The report 
shows that the average amount of 
water run by the company for this 
period of 301 days was 157 inches per 
day; of this 85 inches was secure@ 
from the San Gabriel River, and the 
balance, 72 inches, from the Lordsburg, 
San Dimas and Jackson wells. The 
Lordsburg wells were pumped for 187 
days, the San Dimas well 190 days, and 
the Jackson well 6% days. Of the total 
amount of water, San Dimas furnished 
20.2 per cent.; Lordsburg, 25 per cent.; 
San Gabriel River, 54.5 per cent.; Jack- 
son, .3 per cent. Total expense of run- 
ning the water per hour, 47% cents for 
a head of 25 inches, this including gen- 
eral expense, repairs to plant, interest 
and discount, and office expenses. The 
report shows that while the average 
cost of running the pumped water was 
$7.43 per head of 25 inches for 12 hours, 
that, of the river water was only . 675 
of a cent for the same amount. When 
it is taken into consideration that dur- 
ing an ordinary rainy season ample 
water can be secured for all purposes 

from the San Gabriel River, it will be 
seen that the water will cost the irri- 
gator a trifle over $2.70 per head of 
100 inches for 12 hours. 

The above statement of the amount 
of water available from this company 
alone, in the driest season that Cali- 
fornia has known for 30 years, shows 


that this locality can carry its or-. 


chards through in good shape in a dry 
season. 


SANTA MONICA. 
YESTERDAY’ A BUSY SUNDAY. 
SANTA MONICA, Dec. 17. —(Regular

ENDS HIS LIFE. BY DRINKING 
CARBOLIC ACID. 
Adolph Kirschner, an invalid and a 


took carbolic acid some time 
Saturday night, and his dead body 
was found at noon yesterday in his 
room at the lodging-house, No. 447 
South Broadway, conducted by Miss 
Emma Pobanz. 

Kirschner was. suffering with con- 
sumption, and when he left his home 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., about November 1, 
he could speak above a whisper only 
with dufficulty. He stopped at Tomb- 
stone and Benson, Ariz., on his way 
west, and arived n Los Angeles about 
three weeks ago. 

He had little money upon his arrival 
here, and, feeble as he was, and minus 
one leg, he started in at once to find 
employment. He was promised a po- 
sition in a Fifth-street laundry and 
Was to begin tomorrow. He was advised 
by a physician, however, that. the 
work would kill him, and he probably 
preferred to end his existence at once, 

The unfortunate man was about 36 
years old, of Antelligent appearance 
and pleasant manners. He made many 
friends at the house at which he 
rooming and, although he had spoken 
several times ef taking his life, his 
sudden death caused consternation 
among his new acquaintances. 

H. W. Skelton and E. P. Passmore 

had rooms adjoining Kirschner'’s, and 
they were often in his company. They 
say that he was on a spree for several 
Gays, but had drunk nothing since last 
Tuesday. While the man was under the 
infiuence of liquor, Skelton took from 
a revolver and a four-ounce bot- 
tle of carbolic acid, thinking that 
Kirschner might kill himself. Last Fri- 
day when the man requested the re- 
turn of the carbolic acid, saying he 
wished to use it on his crippled leg, 
Skelton returned it together with his 
revolver. 
Kirschner received a_ letter past- 
marked Brooklyn, on Friday, and that 
evening he appeared more’ cheerful 
than usual, saying he had received 
and soon would 
some money. As he had a wife 
residing at No. 466 Franklin avenue. 
Brooklyn, it is thought that the letter 
Was from her. 

E. P. Passmore was the last ona to 
see Kirschner alive. He ecailed at the 
room of the invalid and arranged for 
a@ Sunday trip to the parks, and
